Women's Rights and Men's 
Wrongs. 

While the bill to extend the rights 
of married women was before the 
Legislature wo lifted up our italics 
against what we regarded as some of 
its most objectionable provisions. 
The measure was, however, forced 
with indecent haste through all its 
stages by a largo and relentless, but, 
as it appears to us, unthinking major- 
ity; and it now, with all its mischie- 
vous provisions, only awaits the as- 
sent of the Governor in order to be- 
come law. In order that the reader 
may understand the irregular and 
hasty manner in which the bill passed 
through its final stages.it may be stat- 
ed that wheu the third reading' was 
called, a motion for recomittul in order 
to introduce important amendments re- 
ceived sixteen votes against live; yet in 
the face of that vote, and amidst con- 
siderable confusion, the third reading 
was put and declared carried! From 
this circumstance, it will be evident 
that at least sixteen out. of the twenty- 
five members do not approve of the 
measure in its present form. Nor are 
we left without indication sthat intelli- 
gent public opinion is setting in 
against it, as the nature of its provis- 
ions come to be better understood. 
In the local press has appeared a 
number of communications, pointing 
out with more or less force, and pers- 
picuity, the objectionable features of 
the measure. In another column will 
be found a well written letter on the 
subject; and we hear that it is intended 
to petition theGovernor against assent- 
ing to the bill. "While we have no 
desire to discourage any movement 
holding: out the slightest hope of suc- 
cess, we must express regret that the 
public mind was so slow to take tho 
alarm. It is true the bill has never been 
published in extenso ; nor would it be 
very convenient to make room in our col- 
umns for a bill of such consider- 
able length. We endeavored, how- 
ever, ou the very first appearance of the 
measure to review its classes, and point 
oat what wo conceived to be its most mis- 
chievous provisions ; for all of which wo 
were written down both illiberal and un- 
gallant. "Time and I against the world," 
said a great man ; and wo feel quite satis- 
fied that calm second thought and (should 
it over become law) a tasto of the work- 
ing of the measure will fully support the 
position taken by this journal against n 
bill which aims at a complete revolution of 
tho domestic relations of the country.

Capo Colony. 

Advices from tho Cape by tho mail 
state that tho first Responsible Ministry 
had been formed, and consisted of I\fr. 
Molteno, as Colonial Secretary and 
Premier; Mr; Do Villiers, Attorney Gen- 
eral; Mr. 0. A. Smith, Commissioner of 
Crown Lands and Public Works; and tho 
Hon- Dr. White, Treasurer-General. The 
ollice ©f Secretary of Native Affairs would 
not 1)0 filled up for a short timo. Tho 
new Ministry wore to outer on their duties 
in a few days. The Hon. Richard Sonthey, 
the present Colonial Secretary of Capo 
Colony, was to leave shortly for the 
tho Diamond fields, where ho is to be 
Lieutenant-Governor. President brand 
of the froo state was still in delicate 
health. A commission .consisting of three 
members, had been appointed to carry on 
the Government during his illness. Pre- 
sident Purges, of the Transvaal Repub- 
lic, accompanied by Mr. Buckauan, Attor- 
noy-Genoral of that country, had left Gape 
Colony for tho seat of his Govern- 
ment. 

The war in the Transkeian territory 
bet ween Kreli and Gangelizwe had ter- 
minated in favor of the former. It was 
reported that Sir Henry Berkley would 
shortly appoint a Commission to enquire 
into the affairs of the Transkei country. 

Discouraging reports had been received 
from tho Marstad goldfiolds. 

There is no intelligence of interest from 
the Diamond-fields. Tho weather was 
becoming extremely hot, and numbers of 
people were leaving for the summer 
months.

Member's Indemnity Bill. 

A glance nt this measure leads us to 
regard it as a foolish recourse of a weak 
administration. It provides that each 
member shall receive live dollars for each 
day's attendance during a period not ox- 
cooding fifty days iu addition to mileage. 
But it is further provided that steps shall 
be taken to ascertain tho views of the 
electors throughout tho country upon 
the subject of an increased indemnity: 
and, should it appear that a majority of 
the electors are in favor of the measure, 
then each member shall be entitled to re- 
ceive seven dollars for each day's atten- 
dence after tho present session. The 
constituents are to be consulted in this 
manner: The Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council shall direct the appointment iu 
each District of a Returniug-Offleor. 
These officers will be supplied with print- 
ed forms, these forms to he delivered to 
each and every voter, to he filled up by 
them according as thev mav see lit, and 
sent in to the Returning-OfHcer by a I Svr ?">» ">' mn -

tho same. Does not all thin look- very 
like a great fuss about trifles? Two 
sessions after the present, ami there must 
be a general election. Does it not seem 
too much to incur all, or nearly all, the 
oxpeuse and trouble of a general election 
in order to decide whether tho indemnity 
to members shall be five dollars or seven 
dollars during the remaining half of the 
term for which thoy have been elected '! 
At the outside the difference would only 
amount to five thousand dollars for tin 
two sessions. How much less than that 
would it cost] to ascertain the views of 
electors? It seems to us that it would 
be much better, it would certainly he 
more dignified, to decide at once either in 
favor of five dollars or seven for the re- 
maining half of the term, leaving tin- 
electors to speak uikhi tho subject, if 
they so wished, at the next general elec- 
tion.

Mr. Holbrook s'rongly protested 
against tho second reading of this impor- 
tant Bill.

Sabbath. Observance Law. 

A bill to prevent tho profanation of tho 
Sabbath in British Columbia is now bo- 
fore the Legislature. The measure makes 
it unlawful to trade, work, labor, sell, buy, 
barter, convene or attend any public po- 
litical meeting, tipple or allow to tipplo, 
brawl or use profane language, play at 
billiards, ball, foot-ball, racket, gamble 
with dice or otherwise, or run races on 
foot, or on horseback, or in carriages or 
vehicles of any sort, hunt, trap, shoot or 
kill any wild animal or game except in 
dofenso of lifo or property, fish or take, 
kill or destroy any fish, or bathe in any 
exposed situation within the limits of any 
incorporated town, or within view of any 
place of public worship or private resi- 
dence. It is provided that all sales, pur- 
chases, and contracts, and agreements for 
sale, or purchase of any real or personal 
property whatsoever, made by any person 
or porsons on the Lord's day, shall bo 
null and void. The bill provides the 
necessary machinery for enforcing its 
pains and penalities. The goodness of 
tho object is not Jopen to question, al- 
though it is possible that, some difference 
of opinion may exist as to the wisdom of 
some of its provisions.

Editor 'Colonist :— Tho above Bill, 
which hits just passed its third reading in 
tho Local Legislature and now only re- 
quires the Governor's sanction to become 
law, now excites alike the attention and 
tho fears of a not inconsiderable portion 
of tho community. A knowledge of the 
fact that a similar Bill was lai'.t jear 
thrown out by a sweeping majority in tho 
Legislature, caused apathvupon this sub- 
ject in tho people, who, judging from the 
past treatment of the matter in tho Legis- 
lature, felt secure that no obnoxious clau- 
ses in connection with tho so-called "Wo- 
men's Rights Bill" would bo permitted to 
become law in (his Province. On the 
foregoing account very little public in- 
terest was was evinced in the Bill, and of 
the provisions of which very littlo was 
known. 

Now, however, that the Bill has passed, 
public alarm has been arousod, and 
has in no small measure been aug- 
mented by the fact of the clause proposed 
by Mr. Smithe to lie embodied in the Bill 
being thrown out. 

Tho effect of the referred to clause 
would have been to have made a married 
woman's property liable under certain re- 
strictions with tho husband's for house- 
hold expenses. 

This clause. "A Bachelor" correspon- 
dent in to-day's Standard thinks, would 
have been an injustice to no one, and yet 
in some measure a protection against the 
privileges of tho Act being abused ; and 
many with "A Bachelor'' think that an 
Act which is so very one-sided cannot be 
equitable in its nature, nor beneficial in 
its results. The alarm has gone abroad 
that the new Act interferes unduly in the 
sacred relationship between man and wife; 
that it saiis tho foundation of well ordered 
social and domestic life; that it opens up 
new avenues for fraud; that it affects de- 
trimentally alike the credit of the mer- 
chant and his customers; that its tenden- 
cy is to make woman unwomanly: that it 
will by its action promote bachelorhood 
and its concommitaut evils; in a 
word, that the general tendency of the 
Hill is towards social and commercial de- 
moralization. 

Probably a petition will be presented to 
His •Excellency the Governor, praying 
him to withhold his assent from a mea- 
sure replete with so pernicious conse- 
quences; and if the Bill is only half as bad 
as it is generally recognized to be, such a 
petition will meet with a very general sig- 
nature. 1 believe the Bill only requires 
to be made thoroughly known to be thor- 
oughly condemned. 

If you could spare room in the columns 
of tho Colonist to publish the Bill in full 
you would do justice alike to tho Bill and 
to the public, for by so doing tho former 
would bo killed while the latter would be 
saved. All well-minded people concur in 
the advisability of protecting wivesagainst 
improvident or vicious husbands; but in 
giving that protection they don't wish to 
be saddled with a series of evils, each of 
which is tenfold worse than the one which 
it is their desire to cure.

suitors which your proposed change in 
tho Registrar's Office would produce, and 
the oxtont to which it Mould cripple tho 
effective administration of the law, that I 
regret I am not able to comply with your 
request.
